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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Buse 
(4,545,585). 

Regarding claim 1, Buse teaches a seal (31) adapted to be mounted in a 
groove around an orifice of a measuring chamber inserted in an insertion direction into a 
tank to form a fluid meter, the seal comprising: a radially elastic torus (col. 1 , lines 52- 
col. 2, lines 1 and 2) having a shape substantially corresponding to that of the orifice 
(fig. 2); and an arrangement (col. 2, lines 3-5) extending away at least one of the sides 
of the seal, the arrangement being substantially parallel to the side of the seal and the 
insertion direction, so as to immobilize the seal in a direction opposite the insertion 
direction (fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 2, Buse teaches the immobilizing arrangement further 
comprises at least one seal section (49) substantially perpendicular to the insertion 
direction (col. 2, lines 10-12). 
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Regarding claim 3, Buse teaches the immobilizing arrangement is formed at 
least one U-shaped seal section fastened to the seal at both ends (fig. 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed January 19, 2005 regarding claims 1-3 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues the bolt holes of the Buse reference are not extended away 
from at least one the sides of the seal but instead are formed within the four sides of the 
molded seal gland; and the bolt holes of Buse are not substantially parallel to the side of 
the seal, but rather are disposed perpendicular to the side of edges of the seal. 

Examiner disagrees. Actually applicant has not claimed the above argument. 

Applicant argues there is no teaching in Buse that discloses an arrangement 
extended away from at least one of the sides of the seal, where the arrangement is 
substantially parallel to the side of the seal and the insertion. 

Examiner disagrees. As discussed in the Office Action, Buse does teach an 
arrangement extended away from at least one of the side of the seal and is substantially 
parallel to the side of the seal and the insertion n direction.
